Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Barry Shuman on 17 June 2008. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

3. Claims 26, 28, 30-3 1, 33-40, and 42-44 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

4. In claim 29, the phrase "suitable for delivery to a subject" has been deleted. 

5. In claim 41, the phrase "providing a suitable nucleic acid vector for delivery into a cell, 
wherein the nucleic acid sequence of the vector corresponding to the peptide of claim 27 is 
contained in the suitable nucleic acid vector, delivering said vector to said cell wherein the vector 
contained in the cell permits expression of the polypeptide with the cell; and isolating the 
polypeptide from the cell" has been deleted, and the phrase -(a) culturing an isolated 
recombinant host cell comprising a vector that comprises a nucleotide sequence encoding the 
polypeptide of claim 27 under conditions such that the polypeptide of claim 27 is expressed; and 
(b) recovering said polypeptide- inserted therefor.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments as they pertain to the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 101 and 112 first 
paragraph (based on utility) were found persuasive. Specifically, Applicant's arguments 
presented at pg 9 of the response (filed 24 April 2008) point out that the Specification discloses 
that the addition of the claimed polypeptide in a colony forming cell (CFC) assay results in the 
proliferation of multipotent, primitive hematopoietic progenitor/stem cells in a dose dependent 
fashion (See pg 62-63 of the specification, Figure 8).
